It’s been a mild winter so fat; 
with few of last season's snow 
clearance challenges for the 
Public Works department 
That means that the town’s 
new snow clearance proto¬ 
cols haven't been put to any 
extreme tests - other than 
three consecutive days of 
snow squalls and streamers, 
coming off Georgian Bay last 
month. But even that limited 
test showed "we're certainly 


exceeding our level of serv¬ 
ice,” said director of commu¬ 
nity services Terry Foran. 

The town has received 
praise for its snow clearance 
so far this year, but has also 
heard some concerns, in par¬ 
ticular relating to an appar¬ 
ent gap in service. 

There are only two sched¬ 
uled shifts for snow-dearance - 
the overnight shift, from 4 a.m. 
to 11 a.m., and a day shift, from 
7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. - appar¬ 
ently leaving late afternoon/ 


early eveningwithout regularly 
scheduled snow clearance, 
despite the fact that it is the 
peak time for returning com¬ 
muters to be on the roads. 

Foran explained that the gap 
is more apparent than actual. 
The eight-hour shifts can be 
extended to 13 hours, before 
equipment has to be parked 
and left idle. That means that 
in a snow event, the day shift 
can be extended to about 9 
p.m. - by which time, the over¬ 
night crew has had sufficient 


rest and can take over. 

It means paying attention 
to the forecast, and keep¬ 
ing a sharp eye on weather 
and road conditions to 
ensure “the guys are going 
to respond as quick as they 
can,” Foran said. 

He admitted, though, 
that the town is still vulner¬ 
able, if there is “a prolonged 
24-hour snowfall” - the very 
conditions that choked roads 
and paralysed traffic dur¬ 
ing a major storm last win¬ 


ter. When that happens, the 
plows can't keep up with the 
rate of snowfall, and “we will 
end up with trucks sitting 
in the yard because we've 
maxed our hours,” Foran 
said, noting that it’s a prob¬ 
lem that is not limited to 
Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

Foran was asked about 
contingency plans - from 
standby workers to take over 
the controls during extended 

out some snow clearance 


services. There are currendy 
no special plans, Foran said. 
"We're well-equipped to han¬ 
dle what we've had so far.” 

The town has updated its 
website, www.townofbwg. 
com/contact, to make it eas¬ 
ier for residents to contact the 
municipality and report an 
emergency, or follow snow 
clearing activities. Residents 
can also report any danger¬ 
ously slick and icy road con- 
ditions to South Simcoe

Dedicating Compton’s Corner at the library

When the Town of Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury built 
the library at 100 Holland 
Court in 1988, the Friends of 
the Library undertook a mas¬ 
sive fundraising campaign, 
raising $100,000. Many res¬ 
idents contributed - none 
more so than Gord Compton 
and his family, owners of the 
local IGA Store. 

They quietly, anonymously 
donated what amounted 
to 10% of the total raised. 
To recognize the gift, the 
library board chose to name

Room.” Four generations of 
the family have been 'Friends 
of the Library; over time. 

But times have changed. 
The town opened a new library 
facility on Holland St. West in 
2011, the “old” library on Hol¬ 
land Court is now a Family 
Health Centre, IGA became 
Sobeys - and Gord Comp¬ 
ton passed away in October of 
1996, nearly 20 years ago. 

On Feb. 8, the library board,

Time for review 


T here is a clear difference 
between ordinary visitors 
and immigrants, and refugees. 

Visitors and immigrants plan 
to come to Canada. As part of 
that planning process, they 
undoubtedly expect to pay the 
costs of any medical examinations 
and inoculations, travel 
documents, and transportation 
costs, both for family members and 
for the belongings they bring with 

But for refugees, travel is not 
a voluntary decision. Refugees 
leave their homes not to pursue 
economic opportunity, but 
because of the threat of war, 


arriving in Canada; refugees 
can request deferral for up to 24 
months, but they are still expected 
to pay back the funds, with interest 
of prime plus 1%. 

Canada and the U.S. apparently 
are the only countries to demand 
that government-sponsored 
refugees repay transportation 
costs - Canada the sole country 
to demand interest - which these 
days, can come to thousands 
of dollars per family. Indeed, 
the costs are so high that adult 
children over the age of 19 have 
been billed separately, to ease the 
financial burden on their families. 

The new Liberal government 
of lustin Trudeau has waived the

famine or persecution - because 
their homes may be damaged or 
destroyed, and they themselves at 
risk of detention, abuse or death. 

Often, they leave with just what 
they can carry. 

Which is one reason why it’s time 
to take a look at Canada’s “Refugee 
Transportation Loan Program." 

The program, which pays for the 
transportation, documentation 
and medical costs incurred by 
government-sponsored refugees 
coming to this country, also 
demands repayment in full - 
although refugees do have up to six 
years to repay the “loan.” 

Demands for repayment can 
start as soon as 30 days after 


loan repayment requirement for 
government-sponsored Syrian 
refugees who have arrived since 
November - but questions 
remain. What about refugees 
from other countries? What about 
Syrian refugees accepted prior 
to November? Is it fair or right to 
burden new residents who are 
economically vulnerable, who have 
been uprooted and experienced 
trauma, with the cost of repaying 
thousands of dollars in costs - 
before they have even found their 
feet in this country? 

The Refugee Transportation 
Loan Program was first introduced 
in 1951. Certainly it’s time for a 
review.
